EVIDENCE AT. INQUEST. 


In connection with the death of 
-Mr.. Frederick Weiss, General 
» Passenger Agent of the Canadian 
Pacfic Ocean Sérvices at Shang- 
“hai, who was found dead-with his 
throst cut’ on top of a grave 
mound in the Y: angtzepoo district, 
the inquest was held on Aug. 23 
morning by Mr. N. E. Lurton, U. 
s. Marshal. acting as Coroner, 
“Messrs. T. N. Alexander, W. A. 
Adams, -A. B. Hykes, A. B. 
- Rosenfeld. H.S. James, and Dr. 
T. N. Findlay formed the jury. 
” Dr. Julian Petit first gave evid- 
“ence... He spoke as.to having 
. visited ‘the scene of the tragedy 
that, morning—at 1 a.m.—and 
finding the body ‘lying at the 
foot of a grave mound. feet 
-inclined and face downward. 
The remains were in an advanced 
stage of decomposition. the 
features being unrecognisable. 
There was adeeply incised wound | 
in the throat, and the extent of it’ 
might roughly be describded .as ° 
being from ear to,ear. No bones 
had been broken. The clothes were 
not disarranged. Life had then 
been extinct for a day and a half. 
or two days. Witness was 


., unable to give’ an. opinion as to 


- “ing, 


whether it was a case’ of suicide, 
or not. 

Questioned with “regard to a 
slight indentation on ‘deceased's 
»_ forehead. Dr. Petit gave the opin- 
ion that this had“protably been 
caused when deceased's 
came in contact with the ground. 


The puint was discussed and 


“eventually the jury, after retir- 
requested the Coroner to 
order a post-mortem exainination. 
with the special object of examin- 
ing the head. . 
Inspector, G. Johnson, ins 
. ‘charge of Yangtszepon Police 
district, gave evidence: as 
to having received a re- 
port on Friday evening that the 
dead body of of a foreigner had 
been found in the country off 
Pirgliang Road. Wimess visited 
the place, in company with the 
" »Commissioner of Police, the Chief 
Detective Inspector, .and other 
_ officers, about 12.30 that morning: 
They found deceased lying on his 
back, with feet inclined up the 
grave mound: The clothes were 
intact and there were no 
signs that the weeds and 
grasses round about had been 
disturbed. During his — ex- 
amination-of the ‘ground witness 
found a dollar. There was an 
empty cigarette case in one of de- 
ceased’s pockets. In the course 
of a further search at daylight. 
“after the ground. had been 
partially. cleared, witness and

“bandled razor, - partially open, 
without case .or cover, There 
were blood marks on the blade. 

*” Asked by ‘the District: Attorney 
for opinion “as to haw deceased 
came,by his death, witness said 
. he thought deceased committed 
suicide by cutting his throat with. 
the razor. 

The Tipao of the néighbourhood 
related how, upon receiving com- 
plaints as to an unusual smell, ho 
-went to the place where tlie body 
was found, and saw, something 
whiten the ground. .Then he 
- took a jantern, and saw that it 
was a man’s body, and 50 he 
went to tell the police. 

Det.. Sgt. White explained to 

. the, Court that .“quite a lot” of

trict round: about the grave 
mounds and it wes the duty of 
the Tipao to see that their bodies 
were removed.
